from one John ‘Gjscome. It will be within. the 
memory of most of our readers that, 
rival here of the garviving brothers, Gilbert and 
Thomas: Rennie, during last: summer, .we pub- 
lished an account of their journey, the / accident 
which cost three of the party their lives, and the 
subsequent priv akjons of the two survivors. The | 
account just published i in the Colonist) purports 
to be a descriptipn . of the sufferings atjd manner 
of death of the three men who had_ to) be aban- | 
doned near the srene of the accident, some 50 
miles above Fort; George, on the Upper Fraser. 
The conclusion arrived at is that the party were 
“‘redyced by starvation and cold to the last ex- 


on'/the ar- 


tremities, and-ha@ actually killed and eaten one 
another”—i. e.—ithat Wright and Helstone killed 
and Rennie, after which either Wright killed 


and ate Helstong or vice rersa,; and that the sur- 


vivor ‘was killed|by Indians for the sake of plan™ 


der.. Now, inasmuch.as this account of the end 
of these unfortunate men is calculated to agso- 
ciate their memory with the most unhappy retol- 
lections as well ds a cy to the grief of 
their bereaved rélatives, we purpose briefly to 
analyze the data from which Giscome arrived at: 
to our thinking, ‘a rash, uncharitable and unwar- 
rantable conclusion. 
- But, ‘before proceeding any farther, who is 
this Giscome 7 * All we know of him is that be 
is a native of Jamaica, West India. But we 
will assume, for ithe sake of argument, that he is 
reliable, and i honestly and correctly, what 
be saw and hear#l respecting this affair.
